NCE the generally accepted method of 
dyeing leathers, the aniline process 
had almost disappeared. Revived a 
few years ago, it was not immediately and 
generally accepted. The veins and other 
markings clearly revealed under the trans- 
parent dye appeared as “imperfections.” 
Interest grew, however, as women came to 
understand and appreciate the look of quality 
and genuineness of aniline-dyed leathers. To- 
day they are accepted as permanent and clas- 
sic, especially liked on women’s tailored and 
spectator types. A new triumph of tanning 
has been the tanning of side leathers accur- 
ately to resemble aniline calfskin. 
Beauty of surface has given classic smooth 





calf continuing style appeal. Skins, lighter 
and more supple, will go into shoes with all 
the fine 1958 dressmaker treatments. Color 
starts with black, but every calfskin tanner in- 
cludes several beiges and browns, often used 
together as ombrés or, when a medium shade, 
as contrast with white in spectators.

ERY important for 1958 are the textured 
leathers. They range from the genuine 

shrunken leathers, some deeply indented 
and some finely creased or pebbled, to the newest 
very fine grains—the pin grains and pinpoint em- 
bossing. Many of these leathers are both shrunken 
and embossed so that the grained pattern is re- 
tained in the surface after lasting. Included among 
these are the embossed and tooled suedes. 

These textured leathers have special appeal in 
the neutral color ranges—the beige, lighter brown 
and gray tones, as well as in white, black and 
navy. They are smart, too, in combination with 


smooth or glossy surfaces.

The style appeal of reptile leathers is also part 
of the textured picture. Alligators and alligator 
lizards are the classic reptiles for fine town tailored 
shoes.

ODAY’S high fashion suede is the two-way nap, known also 

as scrivito or finger tip suede. It was first introduced in 

Europe in travel type shoes for tweeds and woolens and that 
is how American manufacturers will use it this spring in camel, vicuna 
and gray, as well as brilliants and off-beats, possibly worn with 
colored stockings. It is being made on calf, kid and kip in several 
weights. 

There will also be patterned suedes, printed or embossed by the 
same process in tone-on-tone or two-tone effects. 

Heavy service suedes and reversed leathers are made on kips, 
sides, calf and kidskin, in lined and unlined weights. In high fashion 
categories they are shown as fashion leathers for tailored and casual 
shoes in strange off-beat tones rather than classic colors. In their 


basic categories for sports and campus shoes, they are made in white,

ABRIC and vinyl] upper and lining 

materials—non-leather, in short 

—have a special place and im- 
portance in resort, spring and summer 
selling. Standing high on your list 
should be strawcloth, silks and prints, 
both warp and screen. 

Strawcloth, made of a synthetic yarn, 
sometimes looks like a fabric, some- 
times like a straw. It may have a fine, 
satin finish or a knitted, smocked, 
braided, herringbone or basket weave 
effect. Along with strawcloth, there is 
imported, genuine rafha, popular in 
casual types. 

Silks will be found in tussahs, tweeds, 
ribs, shantungs with a satin surface, 
prints—floral, abstract and geometric. 
Prints are being used also on linen, cot- 
ton and strawcloth. Cotton prints are in 
linings, too. There are many nylon 
meshes from lace to fine veiling types. 
Mesh will be important in both con- 
servative and high style shoes.

MATERIALS jf 


There are two ways of making shoes water- 
repellent. The leather can be treated in the 
tannery or a preparation can be sprayed on 
the finished shoe. Not only is the shoe given 
a high degree of protection from water, it is 
made to retain its softness and flexibility and 
to continue, as leather, to “breathe.” Although 
this kind of protection has been used most 
often in shoes and boots that are exposed to 
soaking, there has been an attempt to intro- 
duce the same process into women’s style 
shoes. Such processing could have distinct 
advantages in preserving footwear.

CUSHIONING 

Cushioning the foot is an important factor 
in the making of today’s shoes, especially in 
women’s where lighter weight soles and less 
foot-conforming last shapes and heel heights 
put more strain on women’s feet than on 
men’s. Cushioned insoles and bottom fillers, 
extending from toe to heel, protect the soles 
of the feet. Cushion-lined uppers, are a pro- 
tection to the entire top of the foot, especially 
the easily bruised toe.

WOMEN’S FOOTWEAR 
OOTWEAR will have many roles to play on this 


fashion stage, as we move steadily toward an 

awareness of the importance of the correct en- 
sembles for the time of day, for the event and for the 
purpose. 

Designers are working in definite categories—planning 
specifically for footwear for town, or country. They are 
thinking of the suit shoe, the spectator shoe, the pump 
in varied heel heights for morning, afternoon or evening, 
the late day shoe in elegant patterns and delicate trim and 
accent, the fragile dancing slipper, and the wide, wide 
range for leisure wear. In all of these categories they are 
attuned to the fashion trends that swing steadily toward 
a lighter construction, softer leathers, and slender grace- 
ful patterns. They will emphasize the right colors for each 
category and the customer’s choice will be quite obvious 
to them as the trend develops further. The pointed toe 
patterns on the new slender lines are so well engineered that 
everyone who tries them is delighted with their wear- 
ability and their graceful elegant look. The smoothly- 
sheathed pump will continue its volume and there will 
be fewer sandals in top fashion. Flats will have more heel 
lift and the low oxford will stage a comeback in the 
featherweight suedes and grains. 

Designs will be fluid and plain, and the trim will be 
delicate and light. Combinations will be dramatic looking 
where white or a brilliant color is used in contrast and 
will also be gently appealing where two tones or a close 
relation of color is used. 


WOMEN’S LEATHER COLORS 


THE SUMMER BEIGES 
COTTONWOOD is a light, neutral beige—a classic 


color with wide uses and continuing popularity. It fits 
into many facets of the footwear designing and it looks 
right in simple flats or dressed up patterns. 

OYSTER BEIGE is a light, whitened beige, slightly 
more neutral than Cottonwood and specially attractive 
in a soft, sueded finish. It is used either as a suede or 
reversed to present a brushed surface. This is the pale, 
neutral color that will be excellent volume. 

NOUGAT is a bronze toned medium beige—good for 
town or country and light and summery looking for a 
pump or for a dreamy little soft daytime sandal. Will be 
used with white for a spectator design. 

FLAX is a pale, beige tone with a misty bronze influ- 
ence that gives it top fashion importance for coordination

with so many of the warm weather fabrics that are 
developing this tone of pale bronze. This is a beautiful 
pastel for inspired patterns and combinations and is the 
color to use as trim with the brassy tans and browns. 


BRASSY TANS AND BROWNS 

VICUNA, in the suede, is a light tan as subtle and 
softly colored as the Vicuna fabrics. A favorite across 
the whole country that is hand-in-glove with the casual 
color trends. Will be used on its butter-soft side or on 
the brushed side, and in combinations of both. 

PRIMAVERA is slightly browner than Vicuna, beauti- 
fully in tune with the off-beat Italian fabric imports and 
a very important color for summer accessories. It is a top 
handbag color and combines well with Vicuna’s velvety 
finish. This is a color for a graceful pointed pump or a 
practical spectator.

GOLDEN SABLE is a cool serene brown with a brassy 
tone—a perfect color for the dressy town shoe or for 
the elegant understated designs for after five. It is 
specially summery looking lightly touched with Flax or 
Primavera. 

PERFECT BROWN is the 
brown, a color at its best in fine glowing smooth leather. 
It is the best of fashion for town and has a flat, dark 
brassy undertone for coordination with a wide range of 
new fabric colors. It is a top style color for handbags.

BEAUTIFUL REDS 
COMANCHE is a dashing new red—brilliant and clear 


and hinting at an underlying coral that makes it specially 
good for the bright accent to go with so many of the 
spring and summer fabric colors. One pair of red shoes is 
a must in every wardrobe the year around and this hue 
is perfect for the zephyr weight delicate pump and sandal. 

SCARLET is a whisper deeper than Comanche in the 
smooth finish and even more brilliant in the fine suede. 
This is a beautiful color for wide use in many designs 
and will be the volume red. In the softly sueded leathers, 
it will be a favorite for the slender pointed patterns for 
dressy wear. 

BASQUE is the deeper, classic red, looking well in 
flats and mid heel heights. It is a lovely, rich tone and is 
the red for children. All three of these reds are good for 
handbags and accessories. 


SERENE GRAYS 

SEA MIST is a very light blue-gray, soft and gentle 
and ideal for the beautiful fluid footwear.

Prelude to Decision 


HE Leather Show, August 6 and 7, should be 

red letter dates for the entire leather and shoe 

industries. Slowly and inevitably certain major 
problems have been coming to a head in these indus- 
tries; the day of degision is at hand. The course taken 
in the near future will have the most serious long- 
range implications and consequences for all tanners, 
shoe manufacturers and shoe retailers. As the first 
major seasonal event in the second half of the year, 
the Leather Show may indicate whether or not industry 
is meeting its problems. 

Superficially trade conditions prior to the Show leave 
little to be desired. The physical facts of volume are 
encouraging. Both output and retail sales in the first 
half measured up to the most optimistic expectations. 
In no branch of the industry have inventories been a 
significant problem. Shoes have been in the news be- 
cause drastic style changes have made consumers more 
than ordinarily conscious of footwear. And, looking 
ahead to the second half, the consensus is highly en- 
couraging. At the same rate of production as in the 
first six months, without speculative splurge or stock- 
building, annual production should set a new record. 
It is probable that a new high-water mark of 600 mil- 
lion pairs will be reached this year. 

Beneath the surface, however, conditions are by no 
means as healthy as tanners or manufacturers would 
like. A cost squeeze has been making itself progressive- 
ly felt. In the shoe industry, and therefore in leather 
as well, the general seepage of rising costs has created 
a particularly acute difficulty. The reason is familiar 
—Price lines or price grooves are self-imposed ceilings 
from which the industry has long suffered. Within the 
industry self-serving declarations on the extraordinary 
value represented by shoes are a commonplace. Every- 
one knows and acknowledges that shoes make a lesser 
dent in consumer budgets nowadays than ever before. 
Nevertheless, price brackets and the price tags which 
symbolize merchandising rigidity keep the industry 
caught between grinding economic millstones.

Within the past year industry spokesmen have seen 
the need and the opportunity for trading up, for posi- 
tive merchandising to take advantage of higher con- 
sumer income and the general rise in living standards. 
By and large, unfortunately, shoes have neither taken 
advantage of marketing opportunity nor pursued a 
platform of operation to hold a minimum percentage 
of consumer income. Failure to sense the underlying 
potential of consumer demand is now reflected in the 
painful squeeze of operating margins inflicted by rising 
costs and inflexible price brackets. 

The opportunity is still here. Sales volume across 
the country has demonstrated two facts in 1957. First, 
purchasing power has been sustained despite the flut- 
terings of some economic indexes. Second, soft goods 
are enjoying a greater share of aggregate consumer 
spending. These facts should be the keystones for 
merchandising appraisal and policy because they spell 
out the realities of consumer markets. Higher living 
standards are now beginning to be translated into de- 
mand for soft goods and quality is a steadily growing 
feature of consumer demand. Not only can shoes be 
traded up, but they must be traded up if the industry 
is to stake out a legitimate claim for its share of con- 
sumer income. 

In setting themselves for the merchandising task 
which lies ahead the industry would do well to realize 
the advantages it commands. At 
Leather Show, just as in the past two years, the fruit

of research and product development will be clearly 
apparent in new leathers. Tanners have made leather 
news and have given it unprecedented consumer appeal 
in dramatic texture and in color. Leather has achieved 
a new range of character so that shoes for the season 
and for the occasion show unmistakable variety. 
Leather values are inordinately great, contrasting with 
all other goods and services to an extent not fully 
appreciated in an inflationary era. Above all, the 
remarkable level of product development in leather ties

the promise of volume. It looks young and lively as if it 
was eveloped for flying little feet. 
BROWN BERRY is a reddish-brown for basic footwear. 


MARINE GRAY is a medium blue-gray, cool and new 
looking, an interesting addition for designing in the casual 
grouping. It is specially attractive with a touch of white, 
and pleasant for a small person to wear with bright prints 
or gay colors, or gleaming whites. 

VICUNA is in both sueded and grained leathers. It is 
top-fashion and a fast selling color for the small fry. 

BASQUE is the children’s red and a very favorite color 
with them. 

FLIGHT BLUE is the children’s dark blue and is a 


safe and sound basic color. 


MEN’S FOOTWEAR 


Men’s wear fashions will share in some of the type of 
style revival that has been so important in women’s wear. 
Certain favorite fashions that were genuine successes in 
the pleasant, peaceful years before the first world war 
will be born again in the carefree fabrics, with easier lines, 
softer tailoring and skeleton linings. Construction with 
featherweight materials will make for warm weather wear- 
ability. 

The Ivy League influence will still be an important one 
in this increasing revival theme, for Ivy League is really 
an adaptation from this style cycle, in its lines and colors as 
well as in many of its details . . . the new elements are 
the fabrics and the light weight constructions.

It finds its easy way into many types 
of footwear and is as steady in its performance as the 
rising sun. Its rich, red tone speaks a man’s language 
and is a color that maintains its integrity through many 
vicissitudes. 

HAWTHORN will be good in both smooth and textured 
leathers. The smooth color has a hint of a bronze under- 
tone and the textured surface has a ruddy quality where 
the changing reflections of the roving grain give it added 
interest and fashion importance. 

CLUB BROWN is a tone richer than Hawthorn and is 
slightly deeper in hue. It has a flat quality and is a color 
that can be worn around the clock and will coordinate 
with the majority of the town-wear fabrics. 

BUCKEYE BROWN is a shadow-toned color . . . an 
elegant, soft brown that is top fashion for the new feather- 
weight footwear that will be a most important warm 
weather presentation.

Eagle Ottawa 
Wins Safety Award 

GRAND HAVEN, MIcH.—An “award 


of honor” from the National Safety 
Council has been presented to the 
Eagle Ottawa Leather Company for 
“outstanding safety performance dur- 
ing 1956.” 

Julian Hatton, president of Eagle 
Ottawa, said the coveted safety honor 
went to only three leather companies 
out of thirty-three in the nation that 
participated. The other two com- 
panies are the Fred Rueping Leather 
Company, Fond du Lac, Wisconsin, and 
the A. C. Lawrence Leather Company, 
Ashland, North Carolina. 

The award was presented to Clare 
Broman, Industrial Relations Director 
of Eagle Ottawa, and representatives 
of the company’s safety committee, by 
Howard Rebholz, who represented Ned 
H. Dearborn, president of the National 
Safety Council. Rebholz is Safety Di- 
rector of the Rath Packing Company 
and Chairman of the Council’s Meat 
Packing and Leather Division. 

“This is the first honor award for 
safety that Eagle Ottawa has _ re- 
ceived,” Broman said. “It is a great 
honor to receive this plaque from the 
National Safety Council and to know 
that our company excelled almost all 
others in our industry in safety. 
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“The credit properly belongs to the 
Eagle Ottawa Safety Committee for 
their diligent efforts in keeping our 
plant not only one of the safest places 
to work in Grand Haven, but one of 
the safest in the nation. We are proud 
of our safety committee and all our 
employes for their great contributions 
to safety which earned us this award.” 

The “Award of Honor” was given 
the company on the basis of the safety 
record set by the company last year. 
The company had an unusually low 
3.98 frequency rate, based on the total 
reportable injuries multiplied by a mil- 
lion and divided by the number of man- 
hours, and the severity rate, which is 
based on the number of days lost multi- 
plied by a million and divided by the 
total man-hours per month. 

In both frequency and severity of 
injuries, Eagle Ottawa scored ex- 
tremely low rates. Out of 762,901 man- 
hours, the company had only three re- 
portable accidents for a total of 43 
days lost. A reportable accident, Bro- 
man explained, is one in which there 
is lost time and the injured employe is 
unable to work the following day. 








He said the company’s safety com- 
mittee meets regularly each month, re- 
ports on safety conditions and recom- 
mends safety measures. There is also 
on-the-job safety reporting, a safety 
poster campaign, inspections of the 
plant by Broman and other company 
officials, and a monthly inspection by 
Bernard Dillon, of Grand Rapids, rep- 
resentative of the Michigan Mutual 
Liability Company, who attends the 
meetings of the safety committee and 
then inspects the plant for safety 
measures. 

More than a hundred safety sugges- 
tions stemmed from the committee 
meetings, and a nearly equal number 


from day-to-day operations, Broman 
said. 

Members of the company’s safety 
committee include Donald Rhodea, 


Robert Seaburg, Albert Marzuki, Peter 
Roon, Ted Ver Duin, Charles Fett, Wil- 
liam Lindeman, Dudley Olson, Todd 
Martin, Howard Kueken, John Olson, 
Harold Schmidt, Russ Koetsier, John 
Hemmeke and Nelson Pellegrom. Pelle- 
grom is chairman of the committee.
